The  service  tonight  is  in  memorial  to  Rev.  Jeremiah  W.  Holt  Rev.  Holt 
served  this  church  in  1893  until  1902,  and  he  holds  the  position  of  honor 
as  the  longest  term  of  partorate  in  the  Century  of  Service. 

We  welcome  to  our  Centennial  and  to  the  Service  tonight,  the  Rev.  John  P. 
Littiken,  of  Graham,  N.C.  Rev.  Littiken  was  pastor  of  Hines  Chapel  for  6 
years  from  1953  until  1959.  He  is  now  the  minister  of  the  Providence  Mem- 
orial Church,  in  Graham,  N.C. 

We  welcome  also  the  Choir  from  the  Providence  Church.  The  Providence 
Church  dates  back  to  the  Pre-Revolutionary  Days.  Organized  in  1763,  it 
was  for  its  earliest  years  a  school,  court  and  meeting  house  combination.

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History  of  Hines  Chapel  Church

During  the  year  of  1859»  a  group  of  some  10  or  12  people  gathered  in  the  present 
Hines  Chapel  community  and  decided  to  draw  on  the  materials  of  their  lives  and  pos- 
sessions in  order  to  erect  and  begin  a  new  Church.  Very  little  is  known  about  this 
first  beginning.  Records  were  not  kept  adequately,  and  even  is  kept,  they  were  lost 
over  the  period  of  years  that  has  evolved  since.  Conference  reports  are  that  the 
churches  were  disciplined  for  inadequate  records  and  rolls.  Few  records  were  recor- 
ded and  preserved.  Time  has  removed  from  our  midst  all  who  might  have  had  any  per- 
sonal experience  in  the  original  founding  of  the  Church. 

There  are  those  though,  who  have  received  words  of  memory  of  the  early  days  and 
have  passed  on  to  us  the  very  best  of  their  understanding,,  Then  too,  the  minutes  of 
the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Conference,  organized  in  1828,  and  the  Southern 
Convention  Annuals,  organized  in  1856,  the  issues  of  the  Christian  Sun,  founded  in 
1884  along  with  several  publications  written  in  the  turn  of  the  century  give  us 
some  Insight  into  the  past. 

The  exact  organizational  date  is  not  known.  We  are  not  able  at  this  time  to  es- 
tablish any  specific  date  within  the  year  as  the  time  of  our  birth.  Perhaps  some 
day  it  will  be  known.  We  are  able  though,  to  establish  our  birth  within  the  year  of 
1859,  Recorded  in  a  book,  "The  Lives  of  Christian  Ministers,  by  P.J.  Kernodle, copy- 
right in  1909f  references  made  to  the  fact  that  Hines  Chapel  was  admitted  to  the 
N.C.  and  Virginia  Conference  held  at  Union  Ridge,  Alamance  County  on  October  6-10, 
1859.  The  Rev.  B.N.  Hopkins  was  the  founder,  our  organizer  and  first  Minister.  The 
following  article  is  taken  from  that  book,  concerning  the  life  of  Rev.  B.N.  Hopkins.

Institute,  and  was  appointed  agent  for  it.  The  commit- 
tee on  education  recommended  abolishing  free  tuition  to 
young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry  and  to  the  sons 
of  ministers  which  was  adopted.  He  was  also  chosen  as 
a  delegate  from  this  Conference  to  the  Southern  Christ- 
ian Association  and  also  messenger  to  the  Eastern  Vir- 
ginia Conference.  In  1857,  reverses  had  come  to  the 
Graham  Institute,  and  he  laments  the  prospects  of  an 
educated  ministry. 

He  was  pastor  of  the  churches  at  Mt.  Bethel,  Hines' 
chapel,  Union  Stand,  and  Salem  chapel,  in  1859,  and  at- 
tended the  Conference  at  Union  in  Alamance  county. 
Salem  chapel  and  Hines'  chapel  were  both  received  into 
the  Conference  this  year,  the  petitions  being  presented 


by  Rev.  B.  N.  Hopkins.  He  served  on  the  committee  on 
education.  His  ministerial  report  states  that  he  had 
"preached  162  sermons,  11  funerals,  baptized  12,  re- 
ceived into  the  Church  73,  organized  5  new  churches 
and  one  Sabbath  school,  received  §163.85."  He  was  lo- 
cated at  Walnut  Cove,  in  Stokes  county,  North  Carolina. 
In  1860,  at  the  Conference  at  Pleasant  Hill  in  Chatham 
county,  he  was  appointed  on  the  committee  on  ordina- 
tion and  on  home  missions,  and  on  a  special  committee 
to  examine  the  church  letters.  The  following  churches 
organized  by  Elder  Hopkins  were  received  into  the  Con- 
ference: Brown's  chapel  (Guilford).  Gant's  chapel,  and 
Pine  Ridge.  The  committee  on  Home  Missions  states, 
"If  we  can  secure  a  sufficient  missionary  fund  to  con- 
tinue missionaries  constantly  in  the  field,  our  cause 
must  and  will  prosper."  He  preached  at  Mt.  Bethel, 
Salem  chapel,  Union  Stand,  Brown's  chapel  (Guilford), 
Gant's  chapel,  Pine  Ridge,  and  Hines'  chapel. 


The  first  Church  was  somewhat  in  the  same  location  as  the  present  Church  and 
it  was  reported  of  the  late  Wade  H.  Mllloway  that  this  first  Church  was  a  log 
building  with  rough  floors.  The  celling  of  this  church  when  abandoned  was  used  in 
the  Mllloway  home  which  still  stands  §  mile  from  the  site  of  the  Church.  Hines  Cha- 
pel reported  10  members  to  conference  at  the  time  of  its  admission  in  1859.  It  is 
believed  that  Mary  Lambeth  Doggett  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Church.  The  names 
of  R.  Maynard,  J.  Gant,  D.F.  Rogers,  W.L.  Apple  also  hold  place  in  the  early  found- 


ing.  The  family  names  of  Doggett,  Lambeth,  Melvin,  Hines,  Howerton,  Wyrick,  and 
Waynick  and  Iseley  also  are  definitely  influential  to  the  early  years  of  the  Church. 
The  log  building  used  for  the  first  Church  stood  on  land  belonging  to  Mr.  William 
Hines. 

With  the  coming  of  the  Civil  War,  dark  and  dismal  conditions  prevailed  the 
land  and  the  Church  was  no  exception.  The  Church  continued  to  meet  and  report  to 
Conference  which  met  annually.  But  things  were  a  struggle  and  little  progress  was 
made.  The  Church  was  served  by  four  different  preachers  during  the  War,  Hopkins  re- 
maining until  1862,  P.W.  Allen  serving  in  1863,  Wm.  S.  Long  being  here  a  year  be- 
fore Alfred  Iseley  served  from  1865  to  1867. 

Things  must  have  been  at  a  stand-still  or  even  in  disruption  during  the  war. 
In  1861  the  Church  reported  24  members.  In  1871,  the  Church  reported  only  27  mem- 
bers, indicating  the  need  for  Reconstruction  after  the  war,  both  for  the  Country 
and  the  Church.  Members  may  have  been  gained  over  this  ten  year  period  more  than 
these  figures  indicate,  but  the  disaster  and  destruction  of  war  left  the  Church 
with  progressive  little  advancement. 

The  ministry  of  William  T.  Walker  will  possibly  always  be  remembered  for  his 
re-establishing  the  Church  during  the  six  years  of  his  service  from  1869-75.  It  is 
believed  that  the  Rev.  Walker,  a  leader  in  the  Christian  Church  for  many  years,  was 
a  member  of  Hines  Chapel  Church,  being  from  Guilford  County,  N.C.  At  any  rate,  he 
has  descendants  in  this  area  and  his  burial  place  is  the  Hines  Chapel  Church  Ceme- 
tary. 

While  he  was  minister  of  Hines  Chapel,  he  also  served  Salem  Chapel  and  Apple's 
Chapel.  The  Church  growth  is  marked  by  an  increase  of  membership  to  32  in  1872  and 
a  total  of  67  at  the  end  of  Rev.  Walker's  ministry  in  1874,  pastor's  salary  being 
$80.00  per  year. 

Along  during  this  time,  a  new  Church  Building  was  begun.  It  was  a  plank  Church 
measuring  some  40  feet  wide,  65  to  70  feet  long.  It  was  located  across  the  road 
from  the  present  Church,  on  the  side  of  the  Cemetery.  This  building  was  used  for 
many  years,  and  is  remembered  by  some  of  the  members  of  the  Church  today.  Rev.  Wil- 
liam S.  Long,  who  later  became  the  first  President  of  Elon  College,  came  to  serve 
the  Church  again  in  1 875,  and  it  was  during  his  ministry  that  this  Church  was  com- 
pleted. The  following  letter,  Rev.  Long  wrote  to  the  Christian  Sun,  Edited  by  J.W. 
Wellons,  in  Suffolk,  Virginia,  which  refers  to  the  building  of  a  new  building.

NEWS  FROM  THE  CHtlRCHS, 

Rev.  Wm.  S.    Long,    writes    from 
Salem  Chapel  N.  (}..

"The  weather  has  been  so  cold,  that 
I  have  done  but  little  in  my  field  of 
labor  since  my  arrival.  The  brethren 
at  Salem  Cuapel,  are  making-  arrange 
meuts-to  complete  their  house  of  wor- 
ship. The  house  of  worship  at  Hines' 
Chapel,  will  be  completed  du  ing  the 
coming  snm'mer,  a,rd  lam  taking  sub 
scriptions  for, a  new  house  at  Apple's, 
to  be  built  next  Fall.  I  have  several 
new  places  in  view." 


The  late  Mr.  Wade  Mllloway  is  quoted  again  as  having  referred  to  the  hauling 
of  stone  from  a  spot  near  here  for  the  construction  of  a  new  building.  This  gravel 
used  in  the  foundation  was  hauled  by  Mr.  Zac  Melvln.  The  Church  was  built  on  the 
side  of  the  road  by  the  cemetery  near  the  popular  tree  that  now  stands  there.  It  is 
debatable  as  to  what  this  Church  actually  looked  like,  as  there  are  no  actual  pho- 
tographs available,  but  the  illustration  on  the  page  below  is  a  scene  hand  painted 
by  N.G.  Walker,  of  Greensboro,  and  made  available  to  us  by  Mrs.  W.F.  Burton  of  Mon- 
ticello.  It  is  not  the  exact  replica  of  the  Church  as  the  building  had  2  doors  in 
front  and  3  windows  on  each  side.  However  it  does  give  us  some  idea  of  its  setting. 
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Mr.  E.  D.  Hines,  who  was  very  active  in  the  Church  at  this  time,  interested  in 
local  and  Conference  affairs,  often  a  delegate  to  Conference,  gave  additional  land 
to  the  Church  in  the  Construction  of  this  building.  The  deed  in  the  Guilford  County 
Court  House,  Greensboro,  N.C.  records  this  land  given  Hines  Chapel  Church,  and  is 
dated  April  25,  1884.  (It  is  obvious  that  the  name  of  the  Church  was  in  honor  and 
appreciation  for  the  interest  and  influence  of  the  Hines  family  in  the  Church  and 
community. 

Rev.  David  F.  Jones  became  pastor  of  the  Church  for  a  year  in  1879.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  he  later  became  the  first  missionary  to  Japan,  spending 
much  of  his  later  life  there  teaching  and  preaching  in  a  theological  school. 

During  the  year  of  1880  to  1883,  the  Church  prospered  under  the  ministry  of 
J.W.  Pinnex.  The  Church  was  commended  at  Conference  in  1 88 1  for  having  good  rolls 
and  records  for  Conference  inspection,  which  was  a  ruling  of  the  Conference  then. 
The  Church  in  these  years,  even  thought  expelling  several  members  for  misconduct, 
immoral  practices  such  as  square  dancing,  the  Church  for  the  first  time  attained 
the  100  mark  in  membership. 

The  years  which  followed  until  the  turn  of  the  century  were  very  prosperous 
years  for  the  Church.  Under  the  capable  and  able  leadership  of  A.G.  Anderson,  J.W. 
Patton,  A.  Frank  Iseley,  and  Jeremiah  W.  Holt,  and  the  evangelistic  gospel  they 
proclaimed,  the  Church  experienced  an  a«e  of  Revivalism.  The  membership  of  the 


Church  increased  to  2035,  double  what  it  was  Just  1 1  years  before  this  time.  In 
1887,  H.L.  Hines,  a  member  of  this  Church,  was  a  delegate  to  Conference  meeting  at 
New  Elam  and  at  this  Conference  was  licensed  to  preach.  In  1888,  the  first  rise  in 
Conference  apportionment  was  noted,  being  increased  to  $10.00  from  the  usual  2  and 
3  cents  per  member  for  various  causes.  Pastor's  salary  at  this  time  was  $70.00  per 
year.  Jeremiah  W.  Holt  continued  as  minister  from  1893,  to  1902,  possibly  the  long- 
est single  pastorage  in  the  history  of  the  Church.  During  this  time,  delegates  at- 
tending conference  were  names  such  as  W.A.  Heath,  L.E.  Howell,  J.J.  Buslc,  W.L.  Ap- 
ple, L.M.  Waynick,  Z.T.  Melvin,  Miss  Tora  Rudd,  B.L.Busic,  P.W.  isley,  S.O.  Melvln, 
R.R.  Wyrick,  and  G.W.  Apple.  Conference  Reports  were  broadened  in  this  time,  W.A. 
Heath  being  reported  as  Secretary  of  the  Church  and  Robert  Smith,  L.E.  Howerton,  J. 
C.  Milloway  being  among  the  early  Superintendents  of  the  Sunday  School. 

The  ministry  of  J.W.  Holt  at  Hines  Chapel  Church  will  long  be  remembered  by 
the  August  Revivals,  and  by  the  one  where  the  story  is  told  of  the  lightening  that 
struck  the  tree  beside  the  Church  knocking  bark  into  the  Church  through  an  open 
window.  People  struck  by  fright,  were  scared  speechless,  breathless,  and  songless, 
and  this  happened  during  the  singing  of  a  hymn.  J.W.  Holt,  presiding  over  the  ser- 
vice, shouted  for  the  people  to  "sing",  and  recieving  absolutely  no  response  to 
this,  shouted  still  louder  to  a  scared  people,  trying  to  regain  there  interest, 
"Well,  then,  get  on  your  knees  and  pray  . 

C.C.  Peele,  who  served  from  1903  to  1908,  was  the  first  graduate  of  Elon  Col- 
lege. Elon  being  founded  in  1889,  Peele  lived  there  and  came  into  the  Hines  Chapel 
Community  on  horse  and  buggy  on  Saturday  morning,  spent  the  weekend  in  homes  of  the 
community,  preached  on  Sunday, (once  a  month)  and  returned  home  Monday  morning,  with 
food  for  family  and  feed  for  his  horse,  donated  by  friends  and  members  of  the 
church  whose  generous  hospitality  subsidized  the  salary. 

Under  the  ministry  of  Dr.  W.C.  Wicker,  who  later  became  a  teacher  at  Elon,  a 
third  house  of  worship  was  built.  Prayer  serices  were  held  in  both  churches  in  1914 
the  men  in  the  old  church,  the  women  in  the  new.  Corner  stone  of  this  church  was 
laid  and  debt  for  its  construction  was  paid  off  by  Nov.  1915.  New  pastor  in  this 
new  church,  which  is  the  Church  In  which  we  worship  at  the  time  was  F.C.  Lester, 
serving  Hines  Chape1,  ^or  three  years,  from  1915-1918.  Pictured  here  is  the  new 
church  in  construction. 


Mr.  Elijah  Howex'ton,  father  of  A.E.  Howerton, 
was  chief  carpenter  in  this  Construction  Job.  He 
built  a  House  of  Worship  valued  at  $3500,  but  which 
cost  the  church  only  $2500,  material  and  time  being 
given  where  possible*  He  did  not  charge  the  church 
for  his  labors  in  this  construction,  but  the  church 
gave  him  $100.00  for  his  work  done.  Aunt  Alice,  his 
wife,  would  rise  early  in  the  morning,  pack  his 
lunch  and  he  would  walk  three  miles  to  work  on  the 
Church.  Mrs.  Vannie  Howerton  Anderson  of  the  Church 
tells  that  as  a  little  girl  she  used  to  watch  him 
go  and  come  to  the  Church  by  her  house.  The  pulpit 
furniture  was  placed  in  the  new  church  from  the  old 
one,  but  the  old  slat  pews  were  not  used.  Circular 
pews  were  obtained,  Mr.  W.B.  Wyrick  instrumental  in 
this.  Later,  new  pulpit  furniture  was  obtained  with 
exception  of  pulpit  stand  only. 

Dr.  E.C.  Lester  who  was  the  first  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Convention  served  until  1918.  Carl  E. 
Gerringer  of  the  adjoining  Alamance  county  served 
from  1920  until  1924  and  T.J.  Greene  in  1924  un- 
til 1928.  This  was  more  of  a  preaching  ministry  at 
Hines  Chapel  as  the  Sunday  School  attendance  was 
small,  and  the  lack  of  class  room  space  showed  a 
small  Interest.  Under  the  Ministry  of  J.L.  Neese, 

In  1928  to  1933,  Sunday  School  rooms  were  added  to  the  Church,  the  belfry  was  re- 
moved and  a  room  and  porch  added  at  front.  Again,  the  members  did  most  of  the  work. 
Mr.  Charlie  Waynick  was  engaged  to  set  the  hip  roof  rafters,  and  the  members  and 
minister  did  the  rest. 


The  next  six  years  were  under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Ben  Joe  Earp  and  Rev.  C. 
LeGrande  Moody,  Jr.  Dr.  F.C.  Lester  returned  during  this  time  that  the  first  Womens 
Missionary  Group  was  organized.  During  the  World  War  11,  Ed.  E.  Martz,  Ellis  Clark 
and  Walter  Hall  held  short  pastorates  at  Hines  Chapel.  Travel  was  a  handicap  and 
the  need  for  a  pastor  in  the  community  caused  plans  to  he  made  for  a  parsonage.  Dur- 
ing Walter  Hall  s  ministry  the  plans  were  laid  forth  and  during  the  ministry  of 
Rev.  Mack  Welch,  the  $11,000  minister's  home  was  constructed.  The  coming  of  Rev. 
Julius  Rice,  and  working  half  time  with  the  Monticello  Christian  Church,  the  church 
seemed  to  grow  more  "pastoral"  conscience.  This  caused  a  more  community  conscious- 
ness in  pastoral  service,  and  the  Church  became  more  than  a  Sunday  meeting  house. 
Hard  surfacing  of  the  road  by  Church  in  19^9,  during  Governor  Scott's  administrat- 
ion helped  them  also.  Talk  was  begun  among  the  women  also  for  a  "fellowship  meeting 
hut".  During  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Julius  Rice,  the  first  Vacation  Bible  School  was 
held.  The  Church  was  redecorated  in  this  year,  windows  were  painted  by  the  Vacation 
Bible  School.   Working  part  tl^e  with  Monticello  Christian  Church,  plans  were  first 
drawn  for  such  a  building.  Additional  land  was  given  by  Mr.  O.W.  Hines  of  McLeans- 
ville,  N.C.,  descendent  of  the  first  Hines  donor  of  land,  and  construction  was  be- 
gun in  1955  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  John  Littiken  who  served  from  1953  to  1959- 
He  was  first  part  time  also  with  Monticello,  but  after  a  year,  became  the  full  time 
minister  of  this  Church.  The  dream  of  a  fellowship  hut  for  organizational  meetings 
evolved  into  a  $60,000  Educational  Building  with  14  class  rooms,  Pastor  Study,  Li- 
brary, Kitchen,  Recreation  Room,  and  Large  Assembly  Room  for  Church  School. 

In  1958,  plans  were  made  to  purchase  a  new  Hammond  organ  and  this  was  paid  for 
and  dedicated  at  the  last  service  of  the  supply  minister,  Rev.  J.L.  Neese,  on  Aug. 
4,  1959.  On  this  date  also,  the  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Madren  came  to  Hines  Chapel  from  Ral- 
eigh, N.  C.  to  become  the  100th  Anniversary  pastor.  The  Church  is  presently  valued 
at  $87,000  and  is  full  time  in  pastoral  and  preaching  services. 

It  has  an  active  membership  of  160  persons,  with  an  active  Sunday  School  of 
equal  number.  Organizational  groups  continue  very  active,  with  a  new  women's  circle 
"The  Followers"  being  formed  in  I960.  The  church  has  been  served  by  27  members  in 
the  first  Century  of  Service  and  has  contributed  four  ministers  to  that  profession.

The  following  have  given  of  themselves  in  service  to  Hines  Chapel  Church, 


REV.  BURWELL  N.  HOPKINS  -  FOUNDER  AND  ORGANIZER 

1859  -  1862 

Rev.  Burwell  N.  Hopkins  was  a  minister  in  the  Lutheran  Church.  He  began  his 
work  in  the  Christian  Church,  after  having  preached  in  the  morning  at  what  is  now 
Frleden's,  by  preaching  in  the  afternoon  at  Shallow  Ford  (Huf fine's)  church.  He 
was  a  man  of  fine  appearance  and  an  excellent  preacher.  He  first  attended  the  North 
Carolina  and  Virginia  Conference  in  1853*  at  Mt.  Pleasant  in  Randolph  county,  but 
he  was  not  regularly  received  till  1854,  at  the  Conference  at  O'Kelly's  chapel  in 
Wake  county,  at  which  time  the  monument  to  the  Rev.  James  O'Kelly  was  unveiled.  At 
the  Conference  at  Hank's  chapel  in  Chatham  county  in  1 856,  he  delivered  the  opening 
address  and  served  as  chairman  of  the  committee  on  ordination  and  education.  He 
manifested  great  interest  in  the  Graham  Institute,  and  was  appointed  agent  for  it. 

He  was  pastor  of  the  churches  at  Mt.  Bethel,  Hines*  Chapel,  Union  Stand,  and 
Salem  Chapel,  in  1859,  and  attended  the  Conference  at  Union  in  Alamance  county.  Sa- 
lem chapel  and  wines*  chapel  were  oo«n  received  into  the  tne  Conference  this  year, 
the  petitions  being  presented  by  Rev.  B.N.  HopKins.  He  served  on  the  committee  on 
education.  His  ministerial  report  states  that  he  had  "preached  162  sermons,  11  fun- 
erals, baptized  5  2,  received  into  the  Church  73,  organized  5  new  churcnes  and  one 
Sabbath  school,  received  $  163.85."  He  was  located  at  Walnut  cove,  in  Stokes  county 
flortn  Carolina. 

The  committee  on  Home  Missions  states,  "If  we  can  secure  a  sufficient  mission- 
ary fund  to  continue  missionaries  constantly  in  the  field,  our  cause  must  and  will 
prosper."  He  preached  at  Mt.  Bethel,  Salem  chapel,  Union  Stand,  Brown's  chapel, 
(Guilford),  Gant's  chapel,  Pine  Ridge,  and  Hines' chapel. 

He  married  Sallie  Holt,  daughter  of  Gen.  Joseph  Holt,  but  her  father  separated 
them,  as  they  had  married  without  his  consent.  This  separation  blighted  not  only 
the  hopes  of  both  parties  but  caused  the  wreck  of  a  most  useful  minister  and  the 
seclusion  of  an  attractive,  refined  woman. 


REV.  P.  W.  ALLEN 
1863 

Rev.  P.  W.  Allen  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Chastlne  Allen.  He  was  chosen  secretary 
of  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Conference  at  Union  Chapel  in  Alamance  county, 
in  1859.  The  committee  on  ordination  recommended  that  Revs.  John  N.  Manning,  P.  W. 
Allen,  and  Henry  Gant  be  ordained,  and  accordingly  they  were  ordained  at  11  o'clock 
A.M. , Sunday,  October  9,  1859.  He  was  appointed  a  fraternal  messenger  to  the  Eastern 
Virginia  Conference,  which  conference  he  attended  at  Providence  Chapel  in  Norfolk 
county,  Virginia,  and  the  second  day,  Thursday, "during  the  recess,  a  very  eloquent 
and  impressive  discourse  was  delivered  by  Rev.  P.W.  Allen."  He  also  preached  at  Je- 
rusalem (Berkley,  Virginia)  an  "effective  discourse."  During  this  year  he  was  pas- 
tor of  Pope's  Chapel,  Fuller's  Oak  Level,  Good  Hope,  and  Liberty  Hill.  He  served  at 
Liberty  Hill  in  i860.  In  1863,  he  served  Hines'  Chapel  in  Guilford  County.  This  be- 
ing the  war  years,  things  were  unprosperous  and  not  rewarding. 


WILLIAM  SAMUEL  LONG 
1864  and  1875-77 

William  Samuel  Long  was  born  near  Graham,  Alamance 
county,  N.C.,  October  22,  1839.  He  has  been  honor- 
ed by  his  church,  his  county  and  literary  institu- 
tions. He  was  president  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention  for  eight  years.  Trinity  College  confer- 
red on  him  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1872,  and  Union 
Christian  College,  Indiana,  gave  him  the  degree  of 
D.  D.  in  1890.  He  was  one  of  the  strongest  men  in 
the  state  of  the  pulpit.  His  sermons  were  sound, 
spiritual,  ornate  and  catholic.  He  was  the  leading 
preacher  and  educator  in  his  native  county  for  fif- 
ty years. 

He  served  Hlnes  Chapel  on  two  occasions,  once 
during  the  Civil  War  as  a  youthful  minister,  and 
then  again  in  1875-77.  During  this  time,  the  new 
house  of  worship  was  built.  He  went  to  Union,  Da- 
mascus and  Hanks  Chapel  in  1879. 

He  founded  Graham  Female  Seminary  at  the 
close  of  the  civil  war.  Out  of  this  came  Graham 
High  School,  Graham  Normal  College,  and  last  Elon 
College,  of  which  he  was  not  only  the  founder,  but  the  first  president. 


William  Samuel  Long 


REV.  ALFRED  ISELEY 
1865  -  1867 

Rev.  Alfred  Iseley  was  born  in  Orange  (now 
Alamance)  county,  North  Carolina,  October  13, 1 81 3, 
and  died  September  13,  1876,  in  his  sixty- third 
year.  He  was  buried  in  the  church  cemetery  at  Be- 
thlehem, in  1880,  a  monument  erected  to  his  memory 
by  his  friends  was  unveiled. 

He  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Miss  Mar- 
garet Iseley  to  whom  he  was  married  December  25, 
1838,  and  to  them  were  born  three  sons  and  four 
daughters.  She  died  May  24,  1854.  A  few  weeks  be- 
fore her  death  while  he  was  at  one  of  his  appoint- 
ments, his  house  caught  on  fire  and  the  family 
barely  escaped  being  burned  up  with  the  house.  No- 
thing was  saved.  In  a  week  or  two  after  the  death 
of  his  wife,  his  youngest  child  died.  What  a  try- 
ing time,  but  he  bore  these  afflictions  as  a  good 
soldier  of  the  cross! 

In  1855,  he  married  Miss  Martha  A.  Garrison, 
and  by  this  marriage  were  four  sons  and  two  dau- 
ghters. 

At  about  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  he  made 
a  profession  of  religion  and  Joined  the  church.  He 

was  licensed  at  New  Providence  church,  in  Orange  (now  Alamance)  county,  North  Car- 
olina, in  1834,  and  was  assigned  to  Norfolk.  In  1835,  at  the  General  Meeting  at 
Pleasant  Grove  in  Halifax  county,  Virginia,  he  was  assigned  to  Neuse  River  circuit, 
with  Rev.  S.  Apple.  At  the  General  Meeting  at  New  Providence  in  1837,  he  was  as-

signed  to  the  Surry  circuit  in  Virginia.  He  was  ordained  at  Pope's  chapel  to  the 
full  work  of  the  ministry  in  1838,  by  the  following  presbytery:  Revs.  J.  Fuller,  S. 
Turner  and  J. P.  Lemay,  and  was  assigned  with  Rev.  E.T.  Berryman  to  the  Surry  circ- 
uit. In  his  early  ministry  he  traveled  as  an  itinerant  much  also  in  Sussex  and 
Southampton  counties,  in  Virginia. 

During  his  ministry,  he  was  pastor  of  many  churches  in  the  south.  He  was  a 
prominent  worker  in  Conference  and  convention  meetings,  serving  actively  in  many 
committees. 

During  the  Year  1863*  he  was  pastor  of  Bethlehem  church.  At  the  Conference  at 
Oak  Level,  in  Franklin  county,  he  was  chosen  a  delegate  to  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention,  to  meet  in  May,  1866.  This  year  the  conference  met  at  O'Kelly's  chapel, 
and  he  served  on  the  committee  on  ministerial  supply,  and  was  appointed  on  the  Con- 
ference Executive  committee.  He  was  reported  to  preach  at  Bethlehem,  Hines'  chapel, 
Salem  chapel,  and  Ebenezer.  He  attended  the  Conference  at  Union  chapel,  in  1867, and 
was  appointed  a  fraternal  messenger  to  the  Deep  River  Conference.  He  was  assigned 
to  Shallow  Ford,  Apple's  chapel,  Bethlehem,  and  Hines' chapel.  He  served  Hines*  cha- 
pel faithfully  following  the  Civil  War, when  discouraging  times  demanded  patience 
and  dedication. 

In  1876,  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Conference  adopted  the  following  re- 
solution: "Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Rev.  Alfred  Iseley,  the  Church  has  lost 
one  of  her  most  faithful  and  efficient  ministers  and  this  Conference  one  of  its  a 
most  useful  members."  Likewise  the  General  Christian  Convention,  in  1878,  passed 
resolutions  to  his  memory. 

He  commenced  his  ministerial  career  in  1834,  and  filled  many  of  the  most  im- 
portant positions  of  trust  and  duty  connected  with  the  Church.  But  few  men  have 
ever  persevered  more  steadily,  met  difficulties  more  firmly,  and  preached  the  gos- 
pel more  faithfully  and  successfully  than  he  did.  When  fully  aroused  he  was  power- 
ful in  his  appeals  to  the  unconverted. 


REV.  WILLIAM  THOMAS  WALKER 
1869  -  1874 

Rev.  William  Thomas  Walker  was  born  in  Cas- 
well county,  North  Carolina,  May  4,  1844S  and  died 
in  Guilford  county*  May  26,  1895,  aged  fifty-one 
years  and  twenty- two  days.  He  was  the  only  son  of 
Rev.  George  G,  Walker  by  his  first  wife,  and  on  his 
mother's  side  the  great  grandson  of  Rev.  James  0' 
Kelly,  He  seems  to  have  inherited  largely  the  brave 
and  heroic  spirit  of  his  Illustrious  ancestor.  He 
was  educated  at  Graham  Institute  under  those  faith- 
ful and  devoted  men  Revs.  John  R.  Holt  and  A.G.  An- 
derson. He  entered  this  institution  in  1854.  When 
the  civil  war  began,  William  T.  Walker  enlisted  from 
Caswell  County,  in  Company  H,  6th  North  Carolina  Re- 
giment, June  25,  1861.  He  was  wounded  at  Seven  Pines 
near  Richmond,  and  lost  his  arm  May  31,  1863.  He 
showed  hiaself  a  brave  defender  of  his  country.  His 
misfortune  he  regarded  as  a  means,  under  God,  of 
turning  his  mind  towards  a  mightier  and  more  im- 
portant conflict  against  sin  and  for  the  salvation 
of  the  world. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  he  married  Miss  Lessle 
Rudd  of  Caswell  county,  and  to  them  were  born  five  children. 

In  1867,  he  was  licensed  by  the  North  Carolina,  and  Virginia  Conference 
ion  chapel  in  Alamance  county,   as  a  probationer  to  preach  the  gospel,"  at 
chapel  in  Forsyth  county,  In  1868,  he  was  recommended  for  ordination.  The  c 
on  Education  reported:   We  further  recommend  that  brothers  D.A.  Long,

W.  T.  Walker  and  J.W.  Hatch  be  ordained  Elders  In  the  Christian  Church,  they  having 
conformed  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  Government  of  the  Church."  The  ordaining 
presbytery  was  composed  of  Revs.  T.J.  Fowler,  A.  Iseley,  J.N.  Manning,  and  W.B. 
Wellons.  The  ordination  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W.B.  Wellons  of  the  Eastern 
Virginia  Conference. 

In  1870,  he  served  on  the  committee  on  Temperance  at  the  Conference  held  at 
Union  in  Halifax  county,  Virginia,  and  during  the  year  preached  at  Hines'  chapel, 
Salem  chapel,  and  Mt.  Bethel.  He  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  committee  on  temper- 
ance for  the  following  year.  At  the  Conference  at  Mt.  Zion  in  Orange  county,  North 
Carolina,  he  submitted  the  report  on  temperance  in  strong  terms,  saying  in  part: 
"Your  committee  would  therefore  urge  upon  all  lovers  of  social  order,  cheerful 
homes,  unclouded  national  councils,  and  all  who  would  see  the  church  and  our  holy 
religion  rid  of  one  of  the  heaviest  cIoks  that  ever  impeded  its  progress,  to  give 
their  entire  influence  In  favor  of  the  great  temperance  reform,  which  so  many  of 
the  good  and  great  are  endeavoring  to  push  forward."  His  ministerial  report  shows 
that  he  had  charge  of  three  churches,  and  had  received  twenty-eight  into  fellowahip- 
In  1872,  at  the  Conference  at  Shallow  Well,  Moore  county,  he  was  present  and  served 
on  the  committee  on  temperance.  His  report  showed  investigation  and  elicited  much 
discussion,  and  was  unanimously  adopted. 

He  was  reportedly  a  great  believer  in  and  worker  for  temperance.  In  1888,  he 
was  editor  for  the  "North  Carolina  Prohibitionist"  and  received  the  nomination  for 
governor  of  North  Carolina,  and  made  a  great  temperance  campaign,  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  the  state  has  ever  known.  He  went  from  Hines  Chapel  to  the  Valley  of  Vir- 
ginia Conference  from  1875  to  1877.  He  pastored  at  Suffolk  from  1879  to  1882,  and 
was  also  editor  of  the  Christian  Sun,  published  then  in  Suffolk,  Virginia. 

During  the  last  two  or  three  years  of  his  life,  he  spent  the  major  part  of  hi 3 
time  on  his  farm  for  the  purpose  of  regaining  his  health.  He  retired  from  pastoral 
work.  But  before  his  retirement,  he  was  an  active  worker,  an  earnest  and  eloquent 
preacher,  a  strong  and  ready  debator,  firm  and  true  to  his  convictions,  and  to 
every  obligation  he  assumed. 

He  served  Hines  Chapel  well  and  faithfully.  To  him,  for  his  untiring  efforts 
after  the  war,  is  given  the  credit  of  re-establishing  the  Church.  Gains  in  member- 
ship show  great  spiritual  progress. 


REV.  ALBERT  GALLATIN  ANDERSON 
1878  and  1883  -  85 

Rev.  Albert  Gallatin  Anderson  was  born  in  Cas- 
well county,  North  Carolina,  December  20,1813,  and 
died  July  13,  1893.  He  was  educated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  and  received  in  1834  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  was  twice  married: 
first  to  Mary  Thach;  and  second  to  Fannie  Thach, 
June  4,  1835. 

He  studied  law  which  profession  he  practiced 
for  several  years.  In  1350,  the  North  Carolina  and 
Virginia  Conference  was  held  at  Union  chapel,  and 
in  connection  with  this  Conference  a  camp-meeting 
that  resulted  in  a  glorious  work  of  reformation. On 
Sunday,  September  22nd,  upward  of  three  thousand 
people  were  upon  the  grounds.  "It  was  truly  an  in- 
teresting sight  and  reminded  one  of  the  Jewish 
feast  of  tabernacles  in  the  wilderness."  Both  min- 
isters and  members  were  engaged  In  the  work.  At 
11  o'clock,  Rev.  I.M.  Walter  preached,  and  Rev. 
Thomas  J.  Fowler  In  the  afternoon.  At  night,  Rev. 
Jesse  K.  Cole  preached  an  excellent  sermon,  at  the 
close  of  which  thirty  came  forward  for  prayers. 
Monday  the  interest  increased.  At  11  o'clock,  Rev.  Walter  preached  again,  and 
Lord  attended  the  Work  with  the  power  of  the  Spirit: "about  fifty  came  to  the 
for  prayer;  and  among  the  number  were  some  very  promising  young  men."  The  de 
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and  prayer  expressed  was  that  the  "mantle  of  some  of  the  old  veterans"  would  fall 
upon  "young  prophets,  to  be  as  flames  of  fire  in  this  day  of  trial  and  darkness." 
It  was  at  this  series  of  meetings  that  Rev.  A.G.  Anderson  was  converted  and  that 
he  became  active  in  church  work.  He  represented  his  church  in  Converence  at  Apple's 
chapel  in  1 85 1 »  and  was  chosen  moderator.  In  1857,  he  was  elected  president  of  the 
annual  Conference  which  met  at  Bethlehem,  and  also  at  this  Conference  being  rec- 
ommended by  his  church  at  Union,  he  was  duly  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel.  For 
some  years  he  was  associated  with  Rev.  John  R.  Holt  in  conducting  the  Graham  Insti- 
tute. He  was  ordained  October  9,  1858;  the  Conference  met  this  year  at  Pope's  cha- 
pel in  Granville  county,  North  Carolina.  His  first  charges  were  the  churches  at 
Concord,  and  Lebannon,  Caswell  county. 

In  i860,  at  the  Conference  at  Pleasant  Hill  in  Chatham  county,  Rev.  A.G.  An- 
derson was  appointed  on  a  committee  to  recommend  a  suitable  course  of  study  for 
young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry.  He  was  also  re-elected  president  of  the  Home 
Missionary  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Christian  Conference,  which 
was  held  in  connection  with  the  Conference,  usually  on  the  last  day. 

In  1879,  he  preached  at  Apple's  chapel;  and  in  1884,  he  preached  at  four 
churches,  on  being  Mines'  chapel,  and  built  two  new  houses  of  worship.  At  the  Con- 
ference at  Union,  Alamance  county,  in  1884,  he  acted  on  two  committees,  one  on  the 
standing  of  the  ministry,  the  other  on  ordaining  presbytery.  The  last  two  Confer- 
ences which  he  attended  were  held  at  Hayes'  chapel,  Wake  county,  and  at  New  Provi- 
dence, Alamance  county,  in  1885  and  1886,  respectively.  When  no  longer  able  to  at- 
tend in  person,  he  reported  himself  by  letter.  To  the  Conference  held  at  Hanks' 
chapel,  Chatham  county,  in  1889,  he  wrote  a  letter  from  which  these  words  were 
taken:  "Have  been  in  poor  health:  had  no  charge."  Thus  his  Master's  work  was  ever 
before  him. 

For  Several  Years  before  his  death  he  was  greatly  afflicted,  and  was  rendered 
wholly  unable  to  labor  or  even  to  exercise  and  direct  himself  about  his  own  house. 
The  better  emotional  qualities  of  Rev.  A.G.  Anderson  were  well  cultivated,  and  were 
always  an  index  to  the  noble  soul  that  was  in  him.  His  convictions  on  all  import- 
ant questions  were  veil  fixed  and  he  contended  strongly  for  what  he  believed  to  be 
right.  He  was  a  true  friend  to  the  church  of  his  choice. 

He  served  Hines  Chapel  on  two  occasions,  once  for  a  part  of  the  year  in  1873 
and  again  from  1383-85.  It  was  during  this  latter  pastorate  that  the  Church  really 
began  to  prosper  in  increased  membership. 


DAVID  F.  JONES 
1879 

Very  little  is  known  about  the  personal  life  of  David  F.  Jones.  He  was  pastor 
of  nines1*  Chapel  in  1879,  serving  several  other  Churches  in  the  area  also.  He  list- 
ed his  affress  while  serving  here  as  pastor  as  being  from  Pacific,  North  Carolina. 
He  pastored  at  Hines  Chapel  only  a  year,  going  from  here  to  Pastorate  1,  serving 
Churches  in  Eastern  North  Carolina  Area,  Liberty,  Popes'  Chapel,  Good  Hope,  and  Oak 
Level.  In  "1887,  D.F.  Jones,  and  his  wife  went  as  missionaries  to  Japan,  our  first 
missionary  to  Japan,  and  taught  in  a  theological  school.  He  remained  a  member  of 
the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Conference,  and  reported  by  letter  to  it  each  year. 
He  wrote  concerning  his  work  in  Japan,  that  he  was  preaching  and  teaching  every  day 
The  work  was  fruitful  and  prosperous,  and  they  remained  there  until  late  years  of 
life. 


J.  W.  PINNEX 
1880-82 


Listing  his  address  as  being  from  Anderson's  Store,  J.W.  Pinnex  served  Hines' 
Chapel  from  1880  until  1882.  He  came  to  this  area  from  the  Deep  River  Conference, 
now  the  Western  N.C.  Conference,  having  served  Shady  Grove  Church.  He  was  also, 
then,  a  teacher  in  the  Shady  Grove  Academy.  During  his  ministry  here,  Hines  Chapel 
was  commended  at  Conference,  meeting  at  Catawba  Springs,  Wake  County,  N.C.  for 


"records  well  kept,  but  roll  not  well."  In  1 881 ,  Pinnex  served  Hines1  Chapel  with 
Liberty  Church,  living  in  Liberty,  N.C.  The  Church  attained  a  membership  of  over 
100  during  this  time.  After  his  ministry  here,  he  went  back  into  the  school  teach- 
ing profession,  continued  to  hold  ministerial  standing  with  the  Conference,  but  did 
not  hold  a  regular  charge.  He  preached  in  several  revival  meetings,  and  the  latter 
reports  showed  bad  health  a  handicap,  his  last  years  being  very  feeble. 


REV.  J  MIES   L.  FOSTER 
1885-86 

Rev.  Foster  was  born  in  Alamance  County, N.C, 
January  11,  1 865 •  His  school  advantages  were  very 
meager  on  account  of  poor  health,  but  he  was  lic- 
ensed to  preach  in  November  of  1882.  For  five  years 
he  remained  in  poor  health,  but  preached  in  the 
country.  (It  is  believed  that  during  this  time,  he 
preached  for  a  major  portion  of  the  year  85-36,  how- 
ever Conference  records  do  not  list  him  as  Pastor.) 
In  November  1888,  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Raleigh, 
N.C.  Christian  Church,  where  he  remained  the  pastor 
for  eleven  years.  In  may,  1896,  the  Childrens   Or- 
phanage was  authorized  by  the  Southen  Christian  Con- 
vention, and  Rev.  Foster  was  put  in  charge.  For  six 
years,  he  carried  the  orphanage  work  without  pay, 
then  for  four  years,  he  received  $100.00  per  year. 
About  1905,  the  present  large  Orphanage  was  en- 
closed, the  children  having  raised  about  .$9,000.00 
in  nine  years  under  "Uncle  Jim's  direction.  The 
building  was  completed  in  1906  and  "Uncle  Jim"  re- 
mained at  the  Orphanage  as  Superintendent  till  Dec- 
ember, 1912,  and  left  fifty  two  children  present. 


Rev.  Jas.  L.  Foster 


REV.  J.  W.  PATTON 
1886-90 

Rev.  Patton  was  born  in  Alamance  county, N.C, 
November  8,  i860.  In  early  life  he  confessed  Christ 
and  united  with  the  Christian  Church.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Graham,  Suffolk,  Collegiate  Institute,  and 
University  of  N.C.  He  was  ordained  to  the  gospel 
ministry  in  1887  and  has  served  as  pastor  of  church- 
es regularly  ever  since.  He  was  a  popular,  faithful, 
and  efficient  preacher  and  pastor.  He  served  his 
conference  as  secretary  for  several  years  and  has 
been  on  the  Executive  ajid  Educational  Board  for 
some  years. 

Patton  came  from  Liberty  to  Hines  Chapel  in 
1886,  and  later  served  Hines  in  connection  with  Li- 
berty and  Pleasant  Hill.  After  his  leaving  Hines 
Chapel,  he  gave  his  address  to  Conference  the  fol- 
lowing years  at  Cape,  N.C 


Rev.  J.  W.  Patton 


A.  FRANK  ISELEY 
1891-92 

A.  Frank  Iseley  was  a  member  of  the  Biblical  Class  of  the  North  Carolina  and 
Virginia  Conference  when  it  met  in  Shallow  Well  Church,  Moore  County,  N.C,  in  Nov. 
of  1872.  At  this  conference,  Frank  Iseley,  along  with  Peter  T.  Klapp,  Jeremiah  W. 
Holt  and  others  were  licensed,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  Wm.  S.  Long 
being  Chairman.  His  personal  life  History  is  not  known,  but  his  ministerial  activ- 
ity in  the  Conference  work  proved  him  a  worthy  and  capable  minister,  being  respon- 


slble  to  many  committees,  and  active  in  the  progress  of  the  Church  in  general.  He 
was  a  part  of  a  great  revival  age  that  doubled  the  membership  here  at  Hines  Chapel 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  century. 


JEREMIAH  W.  HOLT 
1893-1902 

He  was  born  in  Alamance  County  and  was  always 
active  in  this  area,  doing  most  of  his  ministerial 
work  in  this  vicinity,  also  was  an  educator  for  a 
while.  After  leaving  school  he  taught  and  contin- 
ued his  studies  with  what  he  earned.  In  Nov.  of 

1876,  he  was  ordained  by  a  minister  of  the  Gospel 
by  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Conference,  of 
which  body  he  was  secretary  for  many  years,  chair- 
man of  Home  Missions  and  presiding  officer  several 
years.  He  served  as  pastor  of  several  churches,  one 
of  them,  Bethlehem,  for  twenty  two  years.  He  was 
pastor  of  Hines*  Chapel  for  nine  years,  the  longest 
single  pastorate  in  the  history  of  that  Church.  He 
took  a  stand  for  prohibition  in  1881  and  lived  to 
see  state  wide  prohibition  in  North  Carolina.  In 

1877,  he  married  Miss  Mary  E.  Whitsitt.  In  Novem- 
ber, 1914,  he  married  a  second  time,  to  Mrs.  Mol- 
lle  E.  Tarpley.  He  lived  in  Burlington  for  years, 
engaged  in  pastoral  work  and  preaching  full  time. 

Jeremiah  Holt  is  remembered  for  his  dynamic 
personality,  his  evangelistic  gospel  and  his 

strong  convictions  on  ail  issues.  His  pastorate  at  Hines1  Chapel  proved  great  Spir- 
itual growth. 


Rev.  J.  W.  Holt 


C.  C.  PESLE 
1903-08 

C.  C.  Peele  came  to  the  Burlington,  (or  Company  Shops, N.C.,  as  it  was  then)  in 
1892  and  served  the  Burlington  and  Durham  Churches.  With  interest  in  the  Churches 
in  the  Burlington  and  Elon  College  area,  he  served  Hines  Chapel  for  five  or  six 
years.  He  enrolled  as  a  student  at  Elon  College,  after  it  opened  its  doors  in  1889, 
and  was  the  first  such  graduate  of  that  institution  to  serve  Hines  Chapel  Church. 
Hines  Chapel  has  always  prospered  from  the  students  who  were  preparing  for  the  min- 
istry in  Graham  Normal  School,  Graham  Institute,  and  now  Elon  College,  N.C.   C.C. 
Peele  holds  the  place  of  recognition  for  the  first  graduate  of  this  new  place  of 
learning  to  pastor  the  Hines  Chapel  Church.  After  leaving  here,  he  went  to  Greens- 
boro and  was  influential  in  this  area  for  some  years. 


W.  C.  WICKER 
1909-14 


Dr.  W.  C.  Wicker  pastored  the  Hines  Chapel  Church  from  1909  to  1914.  While  Dr. 
Wicker  was  pastor,  it  was  decided  to  build  a  new  house  of  worship.  This  was  done 
over  a  process  of  several  years,  for  the  conference  records  on  property  evaluation 
show  Increase  from  $2000  in  1912  to  #3000  in  1913  and  $3500  in  1914.  The  building 
was  paid  for  and  cornerstone  laid  in  services  held  on  November  14,  1915.  It  is 
assumed  that  Rev.  Wicker  received  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  while  at  Hines1 


Chapel  in  Conference  records  listing  his  name,  in- 
dicating a  change  from  Rev.  Wicker  To  Dr.  Wicker 
in  1901.  He  was  a  teacher  at  Elon  College,  and  is 
remembered  as  an  outstanding  preacher,  noted  scho- 
lar and  Church  worker.

REV.  W.  C.  WICKER 


F.  C.  LESTER 
1913-1918 

On  a  hot  Sunday  afternoon  in  June  in  the  e?rly 
nineties  a  baby  boy  was  born  in  the  G-.T.  Lester 
home  in  the  Bethany  Community  of  Rockingham  County, 
North  Carolina  (Route  1 ,Summerfield) .  At  the  age 
of  six  he  entered  the  first  grade  of  a  one-room 
school  with  a  three-months  long  term.  Governor 
Charles  B.  Aycock  and  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction J.Y.  Joyner  convinced  the  farmers  of 
North  Carolina  that  children  were  their  best  pro- 
duct and  the  little  Barham  School  continued  to 
grow  until  it  was  a  thriving  high  school  at  the 
time  the  Lester  boy  was  ready  to  enter  Elon  Col- 
lege. 

By  raking  leaves,  milking  cows,  preaching  in 
churches,  and  hard  study  the  widow's  son  succeeded 
in  receiving  an  A.B.  degree  from  Elon  in  191 8. 

One  of  the  big  surprised  was  a  call  to  Haw 
River  church  in  the  summer  of  1915  and,  if  mem- 
ory is  correct,  another  surprise  came  within  the 
year  when  Hines1  Chapel  asked  me  to  serve  it — 
which  opportunity  I  enjoyed  for  about  three  years. 
Serving  at  Hines  was  a  favor  to  the  student  rath- 
er than  to  the  church,  for  the  church  not  only 

paid  needed  money  but  gave  friendship  and  ideas  that  have  been  cherished  through 
the  years. 

Three  years  at  Yale  University  led  to  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  in  1924. 
Then  followed  three  pastorates  in  Eastern  Virginia  that  extended  over  a  period  of 
13  years. 

Dr.  Lester  writes:  From  1938-1946  I  served  the  Southern  Convention  as  pro- 
motional secretary  (the  title  was  changed  to  superintendent  for  the  last  two  years) 
and  set  up  the  Convention  Office  at  Elon  College.  During  this  time  Defiance  College 
gave  me  a  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  and  it  was  my  joy  to  lend  a  hand  at  Hines  when 
no  regular  pastor  was  available.  The  local  Woman's  Missionary  Society  (Fellowship) 
dates  from  this  period. 

Some  of  my  friends  tell  me  that  my  best  day's  work  was  marrying  Emily  Carlet- 


on  of  Winter  Park,  Florida,  in  1938.  I  agree.  We  have  three  children:  Elizabeth,  a 
freshman  at  Oberlin  College;  Dorothy, a  sophomore;  and  Harry  a  freshman  at  Asheboro 
High  School. 

I  am  now  completing  my  fourth  year  in  my  second  "spell"  as  editor  of  The 
Christian  Sun  —  I  did  it  once  before  for  six  years.  While  we  maintain  our  home  in 
Asheboro  where  The  Sun  is  Published,  I  am  Terving  our  church  in  High  Point,  North 
Carolina 

CARR  E.  GERRINGER 
1920-23 

Carr  Gerringer,  or  as  was  better  known  to  some  as  "Carl"  served  Hines'  Chapel 
for  four  years  after  World  War  1,  from  1920  until  1923.  He  was  from  Elon  College 
area,  or  Alamance  County  and  is  relative  to  the  Gerringer  in  that  area  and  also  in 
Guilford  County.  He  lived  within  two  miles  of  Elon  College,  his  father  an  auction- 
eer, Carl  had  somewhat  the  same  voice  tone  and  hand  gestures  picking  it  up  no 
doubt  from  his  environment.  He  was  a  sensational  preacher,  and  one  thing  is  parti- 
cularly remembered  about  him,  he  would  always  read  the  morning  paper  before  preach- 
ing, commenting  one  time,  that  he  just  couldn't  preach  without  reading  the  morning 
paper  first.  He  attended  school  at  Elon  College,  and  in  1915,  made  application  to 
the  Conference  for  the  candidate  into  the  ministry  from  the  Shallow  Ford  Church.  He 
was  recommended  by  the  Church,  satisfactorily  examined  by  the  Conference  and  was 
reported  that  year  as  in  school  at  Elon. 

He  was  listed  lately  as  addressed  in  Virginia,  preaching  there  in  a  town  nam- 
ed Sedely. 

T.  J.  GREENE 
1924-28 

Thomas  J.  Greene  served  the  Church  for  5  years  from  24-28.  He  attended  Elon 
College  but  was  listed  there  on  the  Alumni  records  as  a  non-graduate  on  1913.  He 
was  ordained  into  the  Christian  ministry  in  1915  and  served  churches  In  this  area 
both  before  and  after  coming  to  Hines1  Chapel.  In  1953,  he  was  addressed  as  being 
in  High  Falls,  N.C.  and  lived  there  until  his  death  in  1954.  The  Church  prospered 
under  his  ministry  and  the  need  for  more  educational  class  room  space  was  seen. 


J.  L.  NEESE 
1929-34 

Joseph  L.  Neese  was  born  July  12,  1890  at 
Swepsonvllle,  N.C. , Alamance  county,  On  October  9th, 
1910,  he  married  to  Mattle  Ann  Martin,  Burlington, 
N.C,  by  Rev.  J.D.  Andrews, pastor  of  the  Reformed 
Church.  She  was  born  near  Plttsboro,N.C. , Chatham 
Co.  on  March  31 ,  1888.  Rev.  Neese  spent  several 
years  in  the  merchantile  business  in  Swepsonvllle, 
N.C. .Burlington  and  Greensboro,  was  manager  of  the 
grocery  department  of  Revolution  Store  Co.  of 
Greensboro,  N.C,  Salesman  for  J.W.  Scott  Whole- 
sale dry  goods  store. 

While  working  for  the  Metropolitan  Life  Ins. 
Co.  as  assistant  manager,  he  felt  the  call  to 
preach,  working  part  time  he  took  a  special  cou- 
rse from  Moody  Bible  Institute  of  Chicago,  also 
some  study  at  Elon  College, N.C 

Rev.  Neese  was  licensed  as  a  local  preacher 
at  a  M.E.  Conference  in  High  Point,  N.C,  May  1928, 
he  was  ordained  November  1929  in  N.C.  and  Virginia 
Conference  at  Union,  Va.  He  began  his  ministry  at 
Palm  Street  Christian  Church,  Greensboro, N.C.  on 


November  11,  1928,  coming  to  Hines'  Chapel  for  a  five  year  ministry,  from  Nov.  17, 
1929  to  Nov.  11,  1934.  After  leaving  Hines1,  Rev.  Neese  became  pastor  of  the  First 
Church  in  Reidsville  for  6  years.      Rev.  and  Mrs.  Neese  have  6  children  and  lis- 
ted are: 

J.  Everett  Neese  was  born  Nov.  9,  1911.  Mar- 
ried Lelya  Payne,  Greeneboro,  N.C.  They  have 
3  children,  he  graduated  at  Elon  College, 
also  did  some  study  at  Duke  Divinity  school, 
and  Andover  in  Newton,  Mass.  He  served  as 
pastor  Carolina-Henderson-Bay  View-Centrial- 
Hallandale,Fla. ,  now  at  First  Church, Rich- 
mond. 

Bynum  M.  Neese,  born  Dec.  10,  1914.  Is  mar- 
ried to  Ethel  Lee  Jones  of  Asheville,  N.C. 
They  have  2  children.  He  is  manager  of  J.J. 
Newberry  Store  at  Hager s town, Md. , the  largest 
store  from  Maine  to  Florida.  Over  a  mile  of 
counter  space  in  the  store. 

Rachel  Ann  Neese  Hopkins,  born  May  30,1917, 
is  married  to  Daughton  Hopkins  of  Reidsville 
N.C.  They  have  one  daughter.  Mr.  Hopkins  i3 
owner  of  Hopkins  Pump  and  Supply  Store  in 
Reidsville. 
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Dr.  Jack  H.  Neese,  born  Nov  2,  1919,  died  Feb.  16,  1954,  he  married  Jacquelyn  Re- 
flogal  of  Clear  Water,  Fla.  They  have  2  children.  He  graduated  from  Elon  College 
and  Duke  Medical  School,  Physician  and  surgeon  at  Monroe,  N.C,  at  time  of  death. 

Hilda  Gray  Neese  Williams  was  born  March  7,  1925,  she  married  L.C.  Williams, Jr. ,  of 
Greensboro,  N.  C.  They  have  one  son.  She  also  is  a  graduate  of  Elon  College.  She 
is  dietitlon  at  the  Vet.  Memorial  Hospital  in  Bradenton,  Fla. 

Max  E.  Neese, born  Nov.  30,  1928.  Married  to  Betty  Dowell  of  Mt.  Airy,  N.  C.  They 
have  one  Son.  He  also  graduated  from  Elon  College,  he  is  working  with  the  Health 
Department  in  Martinsville,  Va. 

All  of  Rev.  Neese' s  children  attended  Elon  College,  4  graduated  there, 

Rev.  Neese  writes:   It  is  with  mixed  emotions  that  I  greet  you  at  the  approach  of 
your  Centennial  Celebration.  With  much  humility,  I  glance  in  retrospect  at  my  fal- 
tering steps  as  your  early  minister  of  four  years,  beginning  November  17,  1930 
when  I  preached  your  sermon  from  the  text,  Rev;  2:10:  "Be  thou  faithful  unto  death 
and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life".  In  those  four  years  I  was  privileged  to  pr- 
each 127  sermons,  had  10  marriages  and  24  funerals.  I  now  realize  that  none  of  the 
things  we  accomplished  would  have  been  possible  without  God's  help  and  the  prayers 
confidence  and  cooperation  of  those  pioneer  workers  we  honor  at  this  time.  It  was 
their  help  and  faithfulness  that  inspired  me  to  keep  going  and  to  continue  faith- 
ful to  my  task  as  I  saw  it. 

With  My  humility  there  surges  within  my  heart  a  great  pride  of  accomplishment 
and  I  sincerely  appreciate  having  had  the  opportunity  of  serving  in  the  planting 
of  seed  that  has  grown  so  bountifully  and  contributed  so  much  to  Hines'  Chapel 
Christian  Church  Community.  My  heart  rejoices  to  note  the  progress  that  has  been 
madel 

I  began  my  ministry  in  the  Christian  Church  November  11,  1928  and  retired  due 
to  ill  health  March  26,  1950.  During  that  period  I  preached  3021  sermons,  gave  132 
addresses,  baptised  798,  performed  93  marriages,  preached  at  357  funerals  and  in 
all,  received  3159  decisions  for  Christ. 

Statistics  however,  are  cold  facts  and  figures,  what  really  counts  is  the 
abiding  faith  of  a  people  and  the  saving  of  even  one  lost  soul  to  the  glory  of  God 
and  His  Great  Kingdom! 

I  often  recall  the  good  old  horse-and-buggy  days  when  people  took  time  out  to 


attend  revival  services  three  times  a  day;  at  11:00,2:00,  and  7:30;  and  they  were 
richly  rewarded  for  the  sacrifices  they  made  to  be  In  attendance.  It  seemed  that 
In  every  service,  God  would  open  the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour  out  His  blessing 
upon  the  people.  Many  of  you  I  know,  will  remember  those  days! 

And  so,  in  wishing  for  continued  progress  in  building  for  the  better  things  of 
life  and  for  the  advancement  of  God's  Kingdom,  I'd  like,  in  both  humility  and  pride 
to  Join  hands  with  each  one  of  you  in  spirit,  and  together,  ponder  the  words  of 
Billy  Graham's  crusaders  as  they  pour  forth  the  words  of  that  great  song:  "How 
Great  Thou  Art!" 


REV.  B.  J.  EARP,  PH.  B. 
1934-36 

Ben  Joe  Earp  was  born  April  5,  1888,  in  Caswell 
county,  near  Milton,  N.C.  When  he  was  three  years 
old  his  parents  moved  across  the  state  line  into 
Virginia.  He  spent  his  boy-hood  days  on  the  farm. 
At  eighteen  he  entered  the  preparatory  depart- 
ment of  Elon  College,  N.C.  He  finished  here  in  the 
year  1913,  receiving  the  degree  of  Ph.  B.  After 
graduation  he  served  as  pastor  of  the  following 
churches  in  N.  C.  until  the  close  of  the  confer- 
ence year,  1914:  Antioch,  Bethel,  Christian  Cha- 
pel, Grace's  Chapel9  and  Poplar  Branch.

Born  on  April  8,  1914  In  Little  Rock,  S.  C, 
he  is  a  native  of  Dillon,  S.  C.  He  was  educated 
in  the  Dillon  High  School,  graduating  in  1933, 
attending  Furman  University  and  recieving  the  A.B. 
Degree  from  Elon  College  In  1938.  He  prepared  him- 
self further  for  the  ministry  at  Duke  Divinity 
School,  recieving  the  B.D.  Degree  from  Yale  Univer- 
sity in  1942.  He  attended  Duke  While  Serving  the 
Hlnes  Chapel  Church  and  was  ordained  into  the  min- 
istry on  May  29,  1938.  He  served  theHines'  Chapel 
ard  Apple's  Chapel  Churches  and  upon  leaving  here, 
served  Woodmant  Union  Chapel  in  Conn.  After  grad- 
uation from  Yale,  he  was  chaplain  in  the  U.S.  Navy 
from  1942  to  1947  and  since  has  served  with  the 
Methodist  Church  Work  in  South  Carolina.  His  activ- 
ities have  been  broad  and  varied  In  all  types  of 
pastoral  and  preaching  work. 

He  was  married  In  1938  to  the  former  Miss  El- 
izabeth Ann  Ballentlne  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  who 
is  a  graduate  of  Wesleyan  College,  Macon,  Ga.  They 
have  two  daughters,  Frances  Elizabeth,  age  11,  and 

Libby  Sue,  age  6.  The  family  is  pictured  herein,  dressed  in  Japanese  robes,  shoes, 
and  colorful  fans  from  the  Japanese  people  as  a  result  of  a  Centennial  preaching 
mission  there.  Rev.  Moody  was  one  of  34  ministers  in  this  country  to  attend  the 


Centennial  Preaching  Mission  in  Japan,  a  100  anniversary  of  the  work  of  the  Metho- 
dist Missionary  Movement  there.

You  have  been  called  to  Hln- 
es* Chapel  for  the  coming  year. 
The  Church  pays  $400  for  preach- 
ing twice  per  month.  I  think  your 
first  sermon  will  be  the  third 
Sunday  in  November.

This  was  the  way  my  ministry  began  at  Hines  Chapel.  It  was  a  rather  inauspi- 
cous  ministry,  I'm  afraid.  I  don't  recall  that  my  preaching  drew  any  big  crowds,  or 
that  I  even  had  much  influence  on  individual  lives.  However,  I  do  recall  two  things 
very  vividly: 

"  ( 1 )  How  very  little  I_  knew  about  prayer,  preaching,  church  organization,  the 
work  of  the  church  school7  church  financing,  and  so  many  other  things  vital  to  the 
life  of  a  church. 

(2)  The  wonderful  patience  and  loyalty  of  the  people.  They  were  patient  and 
kind  to  a  young  preacher,  overlooking  his  inadequacies,  taking  him  into  their  homes 
and  hearts,  and  later  they  did  the  same  for  his  young  bride. 

Although  money  was  mighty  scarce  in  those  days,  the  people  at  Hines'  never 
failed  to  meet  their  obligations  to  the  preacher  or  to  the  denomination. 

Roads  were  dusty  in  summer,  and  muddy  in  winter;  but  in  spite  of  very  little 
pastoral  care,  and  mighty  poor  preaching,  they  still  came  to  church.  Their  loyalty 
was  a  constant  source  of  Inspiration. 

Of  this,  I  am  very  sure  -  the  good  people  of  Hines  Chapel  did  much  mor6  for  -me 
than  I  did  for  them,  and  I  pray  and  predict  for  them  a  great  future  in  the  Service 
of  our  blessed  Lord. 


Edward  E.  Martz 
1940 

He  was  born  in  Pine  Grove  Mill,  Pennsylvania,  on  June  28,  1915.  Married  to  the 
former  Erika  Uhlmann,  New  York  City,  February  1,  1945,  at  the  United  States  Coast 
Guard  Base  at  Sheepshead  Bay,  N.  Y.   They  have  two  children,  Fred,  who  is  age  14 
and  Erika,  Jr. ,  who  is  age  7. 

He  was  educated  at  the  Mercersburg  Academy,  Mercersburg,  Pa.  and  Duke  Univer- 
sity. While  attending  seminary  at  Duke  Divinity  School,  Durham,  N.  C.  he  was  pastor 
of  Hines  Chapel,  Apples  Chapel,  and  Hanks  Chapel. 


He  has  served  as  chaplain  in  World  War  1 1 ,  be- 
fore this  was  instructor  at  Hargrave  Military  Aca- 
demy in  Chatham,  Virginia.  He  has  served  churches 
since  in  Iowa  and  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.

ELLIS  N.  CLARK 
1941-43 

I  was  born  at  Wakefield,  Virginia  on  August 
29,  1917  and  reared  in  Waverly,  Virginia  by  an 
aunt  and  uncle  after  my  mother  died  in  1922.  I  at- 
tended Waverlj  High  School,  Ferrum  Junior  College 
and  Elon  College,  graduating  from  Elon  College  in 
1941.  After  this  I  attended  Duke  Divinity  School 
for  several  semesters,  going  back  and  taking  sum- 
mer school  work  until  1954.  I  met  my  wife,  Elsie 
Male  Webster,  Burlington,  N.C.,  while  attending 
Elon  College.

WALTER  W.  HALL 
1 943-44 

My  home  town  was  High  Point,  N.C.,  and  I  grad- 
uated from  High  Point  High  School.  My  training 
since  then  has  been  at  Nyack  Missionary  College, 
Nyack,  New  York;  Elon  College,  Elon  College, N.C. ; 
Andover  Newton  Theological  School,  Newton  Centre, 
Massachusetts. 

Married  in  194-0  to  Miss  Margaret  E.  Bussler  of 
W'.lliamsport,  Pennsylvania. 

Pastor  at  Hines'  Chapel  and  Belews  Creek  Church- 
es from  March  of  1944  to  June  1,  194-5.  Because  of 
the  distance  involved  between  the  two  churches,  I 
accepted  the  pastorate  of  Shallow  Ford  and  Carolina 
Churches  at  this  time. 

Our  children  at  time  of  Hines'  Chapel  pastor- 
ate were  Walter  Grant,  2^,  and  Margaret  Louise,  3 
months.

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G.  JULIUS  RICE 
1950-53 

G-.  Julius  Rice,  was  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
F.  Rice,  on  April  29,  1929,  in  Caswell  County,  No- 
rth Carolina.  He  is  ninth  in  the  line  of  eleven 
children.  His  family  was  primarily  engrossed  in  the 
Primitive  Baptist  stream.  At  the  age  of  fifteen, 
when  Rev.  J.L.  Neese  was  holding  a  revival  at  Beth- 
el Congregational  Christian  Church,  Rt.  3,  Burling- 
ton, N.C.,  Julias  made  the  decision  for  Christ  and 
felt  the  call  to  enter  the  ministry. 

In  the  spring  of  1943,  he  was  the  first  in  his 
family  to  graduate  from  high  school,  this  being  An- 
derson High  School.  In  the  fall  of  1948  he  went  to 
Wadley,  Alabama,  to  enroll  in  the  Southern  Union 
Junior  College.

JOHN  P.  LITTIKEN 
1953-59 

The  Reverend  John  Littlken  Was  born  May  15» 

1922,  in  Columbus,  Indiana.  In  the  latter  part  of 

1939  he  moved  to  Sanford,  North  Carolina,  where  he 

met  and  married  in  19^3,  Miss  Jewell  I  Cooper.  One 

year  later  a  son,  Homer  Lee,  was  born  and  then  in 

1951  Daphne  Carol,  a  daughter,  was  born.  Reverend 

Littlken  was  called  into  the  ministry  in  1951  and 

entered  Elon  College  the  same  year.  Upon  gradua- 
tion from  Elon,  he  entered  Duke  Divinity  School 

and  at  this  time  has  completed  three  years  of  this 

Seminary  study.  He  was  given  Conference  Ordination 

at  Hines'  Chapel  on  November  10,  1955. 

The  Reverend  Littlken  served  Zion  Church, 

Martha's  Chapel,  O'Kelly's  Chapel,  Plymouth  Church, 

and  Amelia  Church,  all  in  the  Eastern  North  Caro- 
line Conference,  before  accepting  a  call  to  Hines' 

Chapel  in  November  of  1953.  The  first  week  in  March 

of  1959,  he  moved  to  Providence  Church  in  Graham, 

North  Carolina. 

During  Reverend  Littlken' s  ministry  at  Hines' 

Chapel  the  following  events  took  place.  At  the  end 

of  the  first  year,  having  shared  their  pastor  with 

Monticello  Church,  Hines  Chapel  decided  to  go  on 

full  time.  Plans  which  had  dreams  for  years  took 

form.  The  Educational  Building  was  begun.  An 

_  „         ^^      ___    active  Laymen's  Fellowship  was  organized. 

New  by-laws  and  a  Constitution  was  formulate 
ed  and  passed.  A  budget  of  around  four  thou- 
sand was  increased  to  a  combined  budget  with 
income  of  around  fifteen  thousand  for  one 
year  and  the  next  year  of  seventeen  thousand. 
During  the  five  years  and  four  months  of  his 
ministry  at  Mines'  Chapel  several  members 
moved  away,  several  passed  on  to  their  re- 
ward, but  at  the  same  time,  according  to  the 
"Year  Book",  eighty  two  new  names  were  added 
to  the  Church  role.  Reverend  Littlken  stated 
at  the  time  of  his  resignation,  "Surely  I 
could  not  fail  to  say  that  Mines'  Chapel  has 
had  a  leading  role  in  helping  me  grow  into  t 
the  minister  that  I  now  am.  I  shall  be  eter- 
nally grateful  for  the  confidence  and  love 
you  have  expressed  toward  me  by  following  my 
leadership  with  the  finest  spirit  of  harmony 
and  cooperation  any  minister  could  ask  for. 


THOMAS  W.  MADREN 

1959   - 

Thomas  W.  Madren  was  born  near  Hen- 
derson, N.C.,  while  his  father,  Rev. 
S.  E.  Madren  was  pastor  of  the  Liberty 
Vance  Christian  Church,  on  September  28, 
193H-.  Educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
Eastern  North  Carolina  and  the  Valley  of 
Virginia,  he  was  graduated  from  Elkton 
High  School,  Elkton,  Virginia  in  1951. 
Upon  the  decision  to  enter  the  ministry, 
he  entered  Elon  College  In  the  fall  of 
1951  and  graduated  In  1954.  Licensed  in 
1953  and  ordained  by  the  Eastern  Confer- 
ence in  1954,  he  graduated  from  Duke 


Duke  Divinity  School  in  1957,  with  the  B.D. 
degree. 

Married  in  1954,  to  the  former  Patsy 
Fuller  of  Henderson,  they  have  two  daugh- 
ters, Melody  Joye,  age  4  and  Donna  Lynne, 
6  months,  the  daughter  of  the  Hines  Chapel 
parsonage. 

Having  served  in  the  Eastern  North  Car- 
olina Conference  for  6  years,  the  Amelia, 
Turner's  Chapel,  Lee's  Chapel,  Damascus, 
and  Plymouth  Christian  Churches,  he  accept- 
ed the  Hines  Chapel  church  and  on  August  4, 
1959,  became  the  100th  Anniversary  Pastor 
of  the  Church. 


SUPPLY  MINISTERS 

Often  it  was  the  necessity  of  the  church  between  pastors  to  engage  the  ser- 
vices of  supply  pastors  to  fill  the  pulpit  in  vacancy.  We  would  like  to  pay  tri- 
bute here  to  four  and  possibly  to  others  unknown  for  their  work  as  supply  minist- 
ers. Dr.  D.J.  Bowden,  formerly  professor  of  religion  at  Elon  College,  was  supply 
for  a  while.  He  is  now  connectec  with  the  Indiana  School  of  Religion.  Thurman  F. 
Bowers,  of  Greensboro,  and  pastor  of  Calvary  Christian  Church  supplied  here  for 
several  months.  Dr.  F.C.  Lester,  pastor  in  1915-18,  again  was  supply  minister  dur- 
ing his  term  as  Superintendent  of  the  Southern  Convention  in  1940's.  From  April 
until  August  of  1959$  Rev.  J.L.  Neese,  although  retired  and  living  in  Bradenton, 
Florida,  came  to  fill  a  vacancy  and  renewed  his  witness  of  a  pastorate  here  30 
years  previous. 


Our  Contributions 


W.  T.  WALKER 

Rev.  W.  T.  Walker,  pictured  here  In  later  life 
than  the  one  contained  in  the  life  story  in  this 
book,  was  born  in  Caswell  County,  N.C.  on  May  4, 
1844,  and  died  in  Guilford  County  on  May  26,  1895, 
at  the  age  of  51  years  and  22  days.  He  was  believ- 
ed to  have  been  from  the  Hines  Chapel  Church  and  we 
honor  him  as  a  contribution  to  the  ministry.  This 
is  his  home  by  "final  resting  place",  as  his  grave 
is  in  the  Hines  Chapel  Christian  Church  Cemetery. 

He  served  the  Hines  Chapel  Church  as  a  minis- 
ter in  1869  to  1874,  and  went  from  here  to  the  Val- 
ley of  Virginia  Conference.  Later  he  was  the  minis- 
ter of  the  Suffolk  Christian  Church,  Suffolk,  Vir- 
ginia and  later  In  the  Eastern  Conference  and  then 
back  in  this  Conference  in  Burlington,  N.C. 


H.  L.  HINES 

Henry  L.  Hines  was  from  this  Church,  a  younger  brother  to  E.D.  Hines.  In  1887 
H.L.  Hines  was  a  delegate  to  Conference  from  this  Church  and  was  licensed  to  preach 
He  served  on  one  occasion  the  Concord  Church,  in  the  adjoining  county,  and  lived  in 
Elon  College.  He  did  not  have  a  formal  education  or  ministerial  training  and  this 
factor  might  have  prevented  him  from  going  far  in  the  ministry.  He  later  was  engag- 
ed in  carpentry  and  construction  work,  he  built  several  houses  in  this  community, 
and  preached  revivals  and  did  supply  work  upon  occas'  n.  He  later  lived  in  Greens- 
boro, N.C.  when  he  died  some  years  ago. 


W.  A.  SMITH 

W.A.  Smith  was  born  on  May  12th,  1872,  and 
died  on  the  17th  In  1896.  His  first  sermon  was 
preached  at  Merry  Oaks  School  house.  The  text  was: 

I  was  glad  when  they  said,  let  us  go  into  the 
Hous6  of  the  Lord"  Psalm  122,  verse  1.  Dr.  C.E. 
Newman  wrote  the  following  concerning  him: 

W.A.  Smith,  the  son  of  Mr.  Brooks  Smith, was 
a  ministerial  student  from  Hines  Chapel  at  Elon 
College  from  about  1894-1896.  At  the  close  of  the 
session  of  1 905-06  he  went  home  to  help  his  father 
on  the  farm,  during  vacation,  expecting  to  come 
back  in  the  fall  to  finish  his  course,  having  two 
more  years.  During  the  summer  he  was  taken  ill  with 
typhoid  fever  from  which  he  did  not  recover.  In  a 
few  days  he  passed  away.  The  funeral  and  burial  was 
at  Hines  Chapel  on  the  Sabbath  following  his  death. 
Rev.  L.I. Cox  conducted  the  service,  and  the  writer 
was  a  pallbearer.  The  entire  family  were  deeply 
grieved  at  the  loss  of  a  son  and  brother,  one  so 
noble  and  gave  such  promise  of  a  career  that  all 
would  be  proud  of. 


H.  SHELTON  SMITH 


Born  on  a  farm  near  Greensboro, N.C. ,May  8, 
1893.  Received  the  A.B.  from  Elon  College  in  1917, 
graduating  as  valedictorian  of  his  class.  He  was 
licensed  to  preach  by  the  Conference  in  1916  and 
served  the  Palm  Street  and  High  Point  Churches.  In 
1918  he  was  married  to  Alma  Bowden(Norfolk,Va. )  an 
alumna  of  Elon.  Their  son,  Richard  Bowden  Smith,  is 
a  graduate  of  Duke  University  and  of  Duke  Medical 
School.  Served  as  Chaplain  of  the  142  Field  Artil- 
lery,39th  Div., during  World  War  1,  spending  almost 
a  year  with  the  A.E.F.  in  France.

Some  Reflections  Into  the  Past

Ihe  following,  are  some  observations  that  one  would,  make,  about  ihe  life  and  influence,  of.  a  (hurch 
ihat  has  lived  fan.  a  hundred  years,   if  he.  became  involved  in  nesearch  and  study  of  ihe.  available 
records  ihat  surround  ihe  birth  and  growth  of  an  organisation  like  ihe  one  we  one.  now  a  pa/ii  of 
today.   The  following.  material  La  not  fan.  proof  on.  argumentation  of  facta,    but  merely,  some  inter- 
esting speculation*  ihat  give  us  some  insight  into  the  past.  Ot  is  therefore,   separated  from  the 
article  on  ihe  history  of  the  (hunch  in  order,  ihat  it  might  not  be  mistaken  for.  proof  of  recorded 
existance.   Time  may  give  us  additional  material  ihat  will  shed  more  light  on  some  of  ihe  assumptions 
herein  contained.   Facts  may  become  known  that  may  uncover,  ihe  real  truth  of  our.  speculations,    but 

for.  the  time  of  this  writing,   we  see  the  following  reflections  from  ihe  past, 

Onaanigaiion 
The.  exact  time,    date  and  place  is  not  hnown,    Perhaps  someday  It  will  be.    There  are  no  recorded 
facts  ihat  come  to  us  from  ihe  time  of  ihe  birth  of  ihe  (hurch.    The.  Historian  of  ihe  North.  Qtrolina 
and  ViAginia  (pnfenence,   writing,  ihe  history  of  ihe  (hunches  of  this  conference,   refers  to  ihe 
date,  of  our.  organisation  as  i860.   This  comes  no  doubt  from  ihe  cornerstone  of  ihe  present  (hunch 
which  has  inscribed  "Organised- 7860.  "  (See  fixture).    Perhaps  this  is  a  misuse  of  terms  andils  ne- 
fearing  to  ihe  building  of  a  House  of  Worship,   which  seems  to  us  would  be  done  after,    there  was  a 
ynoup  assembled  and  organised  to  use  it,   This  Historian  of  the  (onference,   Dr.  (.£.  Newman  also 
wrote,   ihat  there  were  no  records  of  the  (hurch  available  before  ihe  year,  of  78°"J,    This  separates 
us  from  our.  past,  We  can  only  speculate.   But  we  do  have,   as  a  reliable  source  of  information,   a 
book  on  ihe  Lives  of  (hnisiian  Minlsiens,   written  by  P.J.  Kemodle  in  7°0°,   ihe  (hurch  then  being 
only  JD  years  old  and  Kerno-lLe  possibly  being  very  active  in  (hurch.  work  whileHines  (hapel  was 
still  in  its  infancy,   and  he  states  in  this  book  thai  Hines  (hapel  was  recieved  into  ihe  North,  (arr 
olina  and  Virginia  (hnfererux.  in  October,  of  78$,   with  70  members,   ihe  'Rev.  f'U,  Hopkins  presenting 
ihe  petition  for.  its  admission.    The  second  indicates  Rev.  fi\r.  Hopkins  to  be  a  great  (hurch  Organi- 
ser,  and  he  is  known  as  our.  first  minister,    founder,  and  organiser,   (onference  records  for.  ihat 
year,  show  fan.  a  first  time,   Hines  (hapel  to  be  among  ihe  rosier,  of  (hunches  and  70  members  on  roll. 
Then  too,   we  would  speculate  furthur.   Rev.  Hopkins  organised  Salon  (hapel  in  Stokes  (ounty  also, 
and  it  was  recieved  in  78$.  On  a  letter,  written  to  Ihe  (hnisiian  Sun  about  the  Salem  (hapel  (hurch 
dated  in  December,  of  78$  Just  after,  a  great  revival  ihat  added  many  members  to  the.  Quirch,    he  ne- 
fered  to  the  fact  ihat  Salem  (hapel  was  organised  on  '"June  7 si  last"  presumably  June  7,    78$  with 
7  members.  On  December,    they  had  8^.   (puld  we  assume  ihat  if  we  had  only  70  and  recieved  into  con- 
ference, in  October,  with  this  (hunch,   ihat  we  might  have  been  organised  sometime  between  June  and 
October  of  78$.  Where  did  the.  custom  of  revival  in  August  come  from?  Perhaps  this  is  a  custom  set 
in.  ihe  organisation.   Who  knows?  Some  day  we  may!

Hlnes  Chapel  Church  Observes  Centennial 

The  Hlnes  Chapel  Congregational  Christian  Church,  Route  1, 
McLeansville,  N.  C,  located  north  of  Greensboro,  N.  C.  in  Gull- 
ford  County,  will  commemorate  a  100  years  of  servioe  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Annual  Homecoming  Day  and  Week  of  Revival  Services 
next  week.  The  Centennial  Program  will  begin  with  Homecoming  and 
Memorial  Services  on  June  12th  and  the  week  of  Redication  Services 
through  Friday  night,  June  17th,  I960.  Former  ministers  of  the 
Church  will  participate  in  the  week-long  celebration  through  preach- 
ing in  services  honoring  the  first  and  earliest  ministers  of  the 
Churoh,  thus  honoring  the  completion  of  a  Century  of  Service. 

The  exact  date  of  the  organization  of  the  Churoh  is  not  known, 
but  we  do  have  record  of  the  Church  being  admitted  to  the  North  Car- 
olina and  Virginia  Conference  of  Christian  Churches  in  the  fall  of 
1859.  The  Rev.  B.N.  Hopkins,  a  former  Lutheran  minister  was  the 
founder  and  organizer  of  the  Church.  The  Church  reported  10  members 
to  conference  this  year,  and  the  names  of  Mary  Lambeth  and  R.  May- 
nard  being  among  its  Charter  Members.  The  family  names  of  Doggett, 
Lambeth,  Melvin,  Hines,  Howerton,  Wyrick,  Waynick,  and  Iseley  are 
also  very  influential  in  the  early  years  of  the  Church. 

The  first  Church  was  a  log  building  with  rough  floors  which 
stood  somewhat  in  the  same  location  as  the  present  Church  on  land 
belonging  to  Mr.  William  Himes.  The  Church  had  grown  to  24  members 
under  Rev.  Hopkins  who  remained  pastor  of  the  Church  until  a  year 
after  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  During  the  Civil  War,  the 
Church  struggled  along  under  the  ministry  of  four  men,  P.  W.  Allen, 
in  1863,  Wm.  S.  Long  in  1864,  and  Alfred  Iseley  who  stayed  several 
years  after  the  war.  The  tragedies  of  the  war  are  reflected  in  the 
fact  that  the  Church  only  had  27  members  to  report  in  1871,  a  net 
gain  of  3  in  10  years.  The  ministry  of  Rev.  W.  T.  Walker  will  pro- 
bably always  be  remembered  for  his  restablishing  the  Church  from 
the  disasterous  effects  of  the  war  as  he  pastored  the  Church  from 
1869  to  1875»  He  was  believed  to  have  been  a  member  of  Hines  Chapel 
being  from  Guilford  County,  N.C.  He  still  has  descendents  in  this 
area  and  upon  his  death,  was  buried  in  the  Hines  Chapel  Cemetery. 
The  Church  grew  to  a  strong  67  persons  by  the  end  of  his  pastorate 
in  1875.  The  pastor's  salary  this  year  was  $80.00.  During  this  time 
a  new  building  was  begun.  Rev,  William  S.  Long,  who  later  became 
the  first  President  of  Elon  College  when  founded  in  1889#  became 
the  pastor  of  Hlnes  Chapel  in  1875.  He  wrote  to  the  Church  Paper, 
The  Christian  Sun,  in  March  of  1876,  that  the  hopes  of  the  people 
was  to  the  completion  of  the  new  Meeting  House  in  the  summer  of 
that  year.  This  second  building  was  across  the  road  from  the  pre- 
sent Churoh,  beside  the  Cemetery,  a  white  plank  building.  Mr.  E.D. 
Hines,  who  became  owner  of  the  land  from  William  Hines  and  other 
sources,  deeded  the  first  land  to  the  Church  on  April  25,  1884. 
The  Church  was  named  Hines  Chapel  obviously  in  honor  and  apprecia- 
tion for  the  interest  and  influence  of  the  Hines  families  in  the 
Community  and  the  Churoh. 

Rev.  D.  F.  Jones  served  the  Church  in  1879  and  it  Is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  he  later  became  our  first  missionary  to  Japan.  Rev0 
J.  W,  Pinnex  served  in  1880  to  1883  and  during  this  time  the  Church 
reached  a  membership  of  100  persons.  From  this  time  until  the  turn 
of  the  Century,  the  Church  prospered  under  the  able  and  earnest 
leadership  of  A.G.  Anderson,  J.W.  Patton,  A.  Frank  Isley  and  Jere- 
miah W.  Holt,  and  in  the  evangelistic  gospel  they  proclaimed,  the 
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the  Church  experienced  an  "Age  of  Revivalism11,  ZHie   membership  of 
the  Church  Increased  to  203  In  1894,  double  what  it  waa  Just  11 
years  before. 

In  1887*  H.L.  Hlnes,  a  member  of  this  Church  was  delegate  to 
Conference  and  was  licensed  to  preach.  Delegates  to  Conference  at 
time  of  J.W.  Holt's  ministry  are  reported  as  W.A.  Heath,  L*E,  How- 
ell, J.  J.  Buslc,  W.L.  Apple,  LflM.  WaynXok,  Z.  T.  Melvln,  Miss 
Tora  Rudd,  B.  L.  Buslc,  P.  W.  Icley,  Re  R0  WiAokff  S.  0.  Melvln, 
and  G.  W.  Apple,  W.  A.  Heath  was  reported  as  the  first  recorded 
Church  Secretary,  and  Robert  Smith,  L«  E.  Plowerton,  and  J.C.  Mil- 
loway  were  the  first  mentioned  Superintendents  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Rev.  C.C.  Peele,  who  served  in  1903  to  1903  attended  Elon  Col- 
lege, an.  institution  for  the  education  of  young  men  into  the  gos- 
pel ministry  founded  in  1889  in  the  adjoining  Alamance  County,  and 
was  the  first  graduate  to  serve  the  Church,  He  would  come  into  the 
Church  community  on  week-ends  by  horse  and  buggy  to  preach  once  a 
month.  Dr»  W.  C.  Wicker  was  minister  in  1909-14.  He  later  became 
a  teacher  at  El on  College.  Hlnes  Chapel  was  a  small  rural  church, 
but  benefited  by  the  student  ministeries  of  young  men  studying  at 
Longs  High  School,  Graham  Institute,  Graham,  N.  C.  and  Elon  College, 
Rev.  J.  L.  Foster,  who  became  first  Superintendent  of  the  Children5 s 
Orphanage  at  Elon  College  when  founded  in  1896  also  preached  at 
Hlnes  Chapel  for  a  year.  During  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Wicker,  the 
third  and  present  House  of  Worship  was  built.  Cornerstone  was  laid 
and  the  Church  was  paid  for  in  Nov.  1915*  Valued  at  $3500.00,  the 
actual  cost  was  $2500.00,  labor  and  partial  material  being  given, 
and  Mr.  Elijah  A.  Howerton  took  charge  of  trie  Construction,  giving 
most  of  his  time,  charging  the  Church  only  $100*00  for  all  his  la- 
bors in  building  the  Church,, 

A  n«w  minister  £rom  Mt.  Bethel  Church  in  Rockingham  County, 
Rev.  F.  Co  Lester  came  to  this  new  Church  building  in  1915  for 
three  years.  He  was  later  the  First  Superintendent  r  f  the  South- 
ern Convention  and  is  presently  the  Editor  of  the  Christian  Sun. 
G.  W.  Patton  served  the  church  again  afoer  World  War  1.  Carl  E. 
Gerrienger  from  Alamance  County  served  in  1920-24,  with  T.  J. 
Greene  in  24-28.  These  years  proved  a  need  fz>r  mere  class  room 
space  in  the  Sunday  School  and  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  JeL. 
Neese,  1929-33,  four  class  rooms  were  added  to  the  House  of  Wor- 
ship. The  next  6  years  were  under  the  leadership  of  Pevs.  Ben  J. 
Earp,  C.  LeGrande  Moody,  Jr.  During  this  time  the  first  Women8 s 
Missionary  Group  was  organized  and  new  pulpit  furniture  was  in- 
stalled. 

During  the  World  War  Up   E.  E.  Martz,  Ellis  Clark,  and  Wal- 
ter W.  Hall  held  short  pastorates  at  Hine3  Chapel,.  Traveling  dis- 
tance made  a  handicap  to  effective  Church  pastoral  work*  Plan3 
were  drawn  during  Rev.  Hall's  ministry  and  an  $11,000*00  parson- 
age was  constructed  in  1948  while  Rev0  Mack  Welch  was  Pastor « 
Talk  was  strong  also  for  a  Fellowship  Hut  at  the  Church  for  or- 
ganizational groups.  First  plans  for  this  building  wore  drawn 
while  Rev.  Julius  Rice  was  pastor,  serving  part-time  with  Mon- 
ticellow  Christian  Church,,  Assitional  land  wa3  given  by  Mr,  0,W. 
Hines  of  McLeansville,  N.  C,  descendent  of  the  William  and  E.D. 
Hines,  and  construction  was  begun  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
John  P.  Llttiken  who  served  as  pastor  from  1953  to  1 939«  The 
dream  of  a  fellowship  hut  finally  evolved  into  a  $60 9 000 c CO  Ed- 
ucation Building,  with  14  class  rooms,  assembly  room  and  many 
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other  facilities.  During  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Littiken,  the  churoh 
entered  Into  full-time  service.  A  new  Hammond  organ  was  bought  and 
Installed  In  the  Sanctuary. 

On  August  4,  1959*  the  Rev.  Thomas  W.  Madren  came  to  Hlnes 
Chapel  from  Raleigh,  N.  C.  to  become  the  100th  Anniversary  Pastor. 

The  Church  has  been  Berved  by  27  ministers  during  the  100 
years  of  service.  The  Church  has  given  four  of  her  sons  to  the 
Christian  ministry.  W.  T.  Walker  and  H.L.  Hlnes  mentioned  before 
were  from  this  Church.  W.  A.  Smith  entered  Elon  College  to  study 
for  the  Christian  ministry  but  died  at  an  early  age.  H.Shelton 
Smith,  nephew  to  W.A.  Smith,  was  ordained  into  the  Christian  min- 
istry and  is  presently  the  James  B.  Duke  Professor  of  American  Re- 
ligious Thought  at  Duke  University,  Durham,  N.C.  His  mother,  Mrs. 
Henry  Smith,  is  the  oldest  living  lady  in  the  Church. 

The  church  will  celebrate  its  Centennial,  Sunday  June  12,  and 
the  week  following.  Rev.  J.  L.  Neese  of  Florida  has  been  named  Cen- 
tennial Minister  and  will  preside  over  all  services  during  the  week. 
Dr.  F.C.  Lester  of  Asheboro  will  deliver  the  Centennial  Keynote 
Address.  Former  ministers  of  the Church  will  preach  during  the  week 
with  music  furnished  by  various  choirs  of  ohurches  in  the  area 
which  were  in  existance  at  the  time  of  our  organization  in  1859. 
Services  will  be  held  under  the  theme  of  "Rememberance  and  Renewal" 
on  Sunday  at  10:50  and  2:00,  and  on  Sunday  night  and  each  night  of- 
the  week  at  8:00  P.M.  We  come  to  this  day  with  a  rememberance  of 
the  past  and  the  heritage  that  has  brought  us  to  this  point,  and  in 
the  spirit  of  progress,  we  pray  that  there  may  be  renewal  for  the 
future  as  we  cross  the  threshold  of  a  new  century. 

.  The  entire  membership  of  the  Hines  Chapel  Christian  Church 
Joins  the  pastor  in  extending  to  the  public  a  cordial  invitation 
to  attend  any  and  all  the  Centennial  Services. 

The  Centennial  Program  will  begin  on  Sunday,  June  12,  at  9:45 
with  the  opening  of  Church  School  with  a  Children's  Program.  Fol- 
lowing at  10:50,  the  Morning  Service  of  worship  will  feature  the 
Centennial  Keynote  Address  by  Dr.  F.C.Lester,  who  served  the  Church 
in  19' 5  to  1917*  and  is  presently  pastor  of  the  High  Point  Church, 
and  Editor  of  the  Christian  Sun,  religiouB  Church  Paper.  Dr.  Les- 
ter, t&om   Asheboro,  N.  C.  will  be  assisted  in  the  Mgrning  Service 
by  the  pastor  of  the  Church. 

Memorial  Day  Services  will  conclude  the  Church  Service  in  the 
Cemetery,  with  the  Pastor,  Rev.  Thomas  W,  Madren  in  charge.  The 
Hines  Chapel  Choir  will  furnish  music  for  this  occasion.  At  12:30, 
everyone  is  invited  to  share  in  a  Picnic  Lunch  together  on  the 
Church  Grounds.  The  Afternoon  Homecoming  Program  will  begin  at 
2:00  and  will  feature  special  music,  greetings  from  various  sou- 
ces,  and  a  Historical  Pageant  by  the  Young  People.  This  Part  of 
the  Day  will  be  concluded  with  the  Cutting  of  the  100th  Anniver- 
sary Cake  and  a  social  hour  in  the  basement  fellowship  room.  The 
Centennial  Celebration  will  continue  Sunday  night  and  each  night 
of  the  week  at  8:00  P.M.  Preaching  Services  will  be  held  each 
night,  with  former  ministers  back  to  deliver  the  sermons,  choirs 
from  surrounding  Churches  organized  over  a  century  ago  furnishing 
special  music. 

On  Sunday  night,  Rev.  J.L.  Neese,  of  Bradenton,  Florida,  who 
ministered  at  Hines  Chapel  in  1928-32  will  preach.  The  theme  for 
this  servioe  is:  "The  Past-A  Prelude  to  Our  Future."  Service  will 
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be  in  memorial  to  Rev,  B.  N.  Hopkins,  Founder  and  Organizer.  The 
Mt.  Bethel  Choir  will  furnish  music.  Rev.  Neese,  oldest  living 
minister,  will  also  preside  over  all  services  throughout  the  week, 
being  named  Centennial  Minister.  Monday  night's  service  will  be  in 
memorial  to  Rev.  Alfred  Iseley,  1866,  and  Rev.  Ellis  Clark( 1941-43) 
from  Suffolk,  Virginia  will  preach.  Theme  of  this  service  is:"The 
Prize  of  Our  Calling. "The  music  furnished  by  Shallow  Ford  Church 
Choir.  On  Tuesday  night,  Rev.  Walter  Hall,  from  Virginia,  who  ser- 
ved here  in  1943-44,  will  preach  on  the  theme  of  Ehe  Life-Blood  of 
the  Church.  The  Salem  Chapel  Church  Choir  will  sing,  the  service 
being  in  Memorial  to  Rev.  W.  T.  Walker,  1869-74,  Wednesday  night 
under  the  theme  of  The  Worth  of  Personal  committment,  the  Rev. 
Julius  Rice  will  preach.  Mr.  Rice  is  from  Norfolk,  Virginia,  hav- 
ing served  Hines  Chapel  in  1950-53.  The  service  is  in  Memorial  to 
Rev.  Wm.  S.  Long  who  served  herein  the  1870*8.  He  later  became 
president  of  Elon  College,  founded  in  1889.  Music  for  the  Wednes- 
day night  Service  will  be  provided  by  Union  Ridge  Choir. 

Thursday  nlghtfs  service  will  be  led  by  Rev.  C.  LeGrande 
Moody, Jr.,  now  residing  in  Spartansburg,  S.C. ,  having  served  Hines 
Chapel  in  1937-39.  The  theme  is  "The  Challenge  Before  Us",  and  the 
Apples  Chapel  Choir  will  sing.  Service  is  in  memorial  to -Rev.  A.G. 
Anderson 

Friday  night  will  climax  the  Centennial  Celebration  with  Holy 
Communion.  Rev.  John  P.  Littlken  of  Graham  will  preach  on  the  sub- 
ject of  "Communion  with  God  through  Christ"  The  service  in  Mem- 
orial to. Rev.  Jeremiah  W.  Holt,  who  served  in  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury, will  feature  also  special  music  by  Rev.  Littlken* s  Church, 
Providenoe  Memorial  in  Graham.  At  the  close  of  the  Service  and  to 
close  the  Centennial  Celebration,  the  Pastor  of  theChurch,  Rev. 
Thomas  W.  Madren  will  preside  at  the  Communion  Table  in  the  Serv- 
ice of  Sacrament.
